LAKE SUCCESS, Jan, 19.—(AP)—The United Nations 
expects to learn the British attitude on a series of Palestine 
problems this week and then will start laying definite plans 


for splitting up the Holy Land, 

THE FIVE-COUNTRY Palestine 
partition commission met today to 
complete a draft of questions to 
the British government covering 
immigration, security and adminis- 
tration aspects of the situation. Sir 
Alexander Cadogan, British dele. 
gact, has promised to reply as 
speedily as possible although it was 
assumed he would have to consult 
his government for some of the in- 
formation, 

The question of when the U.N. 
commission will enter the Holy 
Land has been laid aside pending 
complete information from Britain 
on her withdrawal plans. It appears 
that the commission will remain 
here at least another six weeks and 
then move to London for confe- 
ences with top British officials be- 
fore actually setting foot in Pal- 
estine, 

A DECISION on the biggest prob- 
lem of all—supplying troops to 
enforce the general assembly's Nov.

The Alberta Gazette, official vehicle for the promulgation of 
government orders and regulations is normally a slim volume, seldom 
exceeding more than 100 pages, but the latest issue, dated January 15 
and now in the mails has more than 400 pages and weighs nearly a 
pound 
Only about 100 pages of the new volume are devoted to the 
routine government announcements, while the rest gives in full 
the regulations made under the Electrical Protection Act In the 
preamble to the lengthy document, which is complete with charts, 
it is explained that the new regulations are a consolidation and a 
revision of previous safety regulations in connection with handling 
and installation of electrical equipment 

Thirty-five pages of the new gazette list appointments of com 
missioners for oaths, more than 2,000 of them whose appointment 
in most cases, are simply being renewed

When a train carrying 2,400 refugees who 
were fleeing from Moslem territory stopped 
at a station in the Punjab, it was attacked 
by Moslems and other anti-Hindu tribesmen. 
Thirteen hundred of the refugees, Hindus and 
Sikhs, were killed, according to report, and 
the women carried off. Only 700 of the fugi- 
tives reached the border of Hindustan—or 
India, as it is now called. 

The political leaders of the sub-continent 
made a bad mistake when they rejected Brit- 
ish advice that they unite all India in a fed- 
eral system, with provincial governments and 
legislatures to manage local affairs. Had they 
done that, there would now be one general 
authority for preventing such racial clashes 
everywhere. 

They made a second mistake when, hav- 
ing rejected this advice, they did not move 
Moslems out of Hindu territory and Hindus 
out of Moslem territory as a preliminary step 
in the organization of entirely separate states. 
To leave large numbers of either race under 
“protection” of a government created by their 
deadly enemies was to invite massacre and 
outrage; and set the stage for a bloody war 
between the dominions,

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Devaluing is “Out” 

Premier Drew of Ontario seems to have 
lost interest in his campaign to get the Can- 
adian dollar devalued. He—and others who | 
thought with him—stopped arguing this 
about the same time meat prices shot upward | 
and the cost-of-living index touched the level 
of 1920. It evidently has occurred to the de- 
valuers that the dollar is already devalued to 
an embarrassing degree. The housewives of 
the land are saying that it does not buy near- 
ly as much as it should, and nobody disputes 
the claim. 

Making the purchasing power of the 
dollar still less than it is could have some ad- 
vantages, though that is problematical. What 
is distressingly certain is that its purchasing 
power is already far below par, and that what 
is needed is some change that would make it 
worth more at the counter. Increased produc- 
tion will do that eventually, but this cannot 
be achieved immediately. The most that can 
be hoped for in the way of quick relief is to 
prevent prices being boosted higher than 
they need to be. 

Whatever expedient might be adopted to 
keep prices down to the economic level, it is 
plain that devaluing the dollar would not do | 
it. Exactly the contrary. Hammering the 
purchasing power of the dollar to a still lower 
figure would mean that still more dollars | 
would be needed to support a family. If the | 
devaluers didn't understand that before, 
seem to have made the discovery.
